Therefore, of all the ears that 
pricked up when the adminis- 
tration in Washington started 
talking about freer trade, none 
grew sharper t those of the 
citrus growers. 

In fact, John T. Leslie, gener- 
al manager of the Florida Citrus 
Growers’ Exchange at Tampa, ad- 
mits that his ears grew sharp as 
a fox’s. . 

“It looks as if there is no end 
to our ever-increasing ability to 
produce,” he said, ‘‘and you can 
just put it down that of all the 
people in the world who are 
looking around for new markets, 
there are none more eager for 
it than the citrus industry.” 
Millions 

*‘How fast is your production 
growing?” 

*“Well,”’ he said, ‘“‘in 1941 we 
packed 41,000,000 to 45,000,000 
boxes and 10 years later we 
were up to 100,000,000. And then, 
last year, we hit about 112,000,- 
000. As a rule of thumb, you 
might say we increase about 
2,000,000 boxes a year. We keep 


planting groves and we are no- 
where near out of land.” 


Accofding to general man- 
ager Leslie, the frozen concen- 
trate is now taking about one 
third of the crop, and the single 
strength canned juice a third . 
with the fresh fruit leveling off 
with the final third. But, with the 
national increase in consumption 
of orange juice, canned and 
frozen, they expect to see the 
frozen concentrate continue to 
gain. 

The citrus people, especially 
those of Florida which has really 
superior grapefruit, are pained 
to discover they have: more or 
less neglected the citrus that is 
so round, and so fully packed 
with juice and vitamins. Last 
year the nation drank about 40,- 
000,000 or 50,000,000 zallons of 
frozen juice, and about as much 
canned. This pleases them. 
But they figure that in their 
evangelical zeal to bring the 
orange juice gospel to the people 
they have forgotten to tell the 
story of improved grapefruit. 

The large, economy-sized cit- 
rus product not at all resembles 
the grapefruit of 20 years ago 
which was tough, sour and 
trained to squirt in the eye. The 
pink grapefruit (developed by 
crossing with the coarser Shad- 
Gock), is sweet.and delicate, and 
the various white grapefruits 
also require no sugar, unless the 
eater has a sweet tooth. 

It pains the Florida growers 
to admit that California, with 
just two varieties of oranges 
(against Florida’s multiplicity of 
varieties), has had an edge in 
what little world trade there is 
in American oranges.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Feb. 
23—Yugoslavia offered today to 
join the system of collective se- 
curity against the aggressive 
aims of the Soviet Union, on con- 
dition that by joining she would 
not commit herself to any political 
goals. 

Outlining his country‘s foreign 
policy, Dr. Edvard Kardelj, vice- 
president of the federal executive 
council, did not mention the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion in this connection except to 
say at another point that Yugo- 
slavia had never applied for mem- 
bership in the Atlantic alliance. 

That point was to reject the 
suggestion that if Yugoslavia 
made concessions on the Trieste 
issue she might be admitted to 
the Atlantic alliance. Dr. Kardelj 
offered no proposal for a solu- 
tion of the Trieste issue but he 
did propose that it be set aside 
to permit Yugoslavia and Italy 
to co-operate on defense ques- 
tions. 

The failure to create an ade- 
quate defense system, said Dr. 
Kardelj, would ‘‘actually be goad- 
ing the aggressor into action,” 
for ‘‘a fatal mistake is being 
committed by those who think 
that any nation can simply hide 
away somewhere from the con- 
flicts that are shaking the world.”’

The Senate unanimously agreed 
to send the Uniform Traffic Code 
to a subcommittee for further 
study. This was asked by Sen. 
Grady Coker of Canton, chair- 
man of the highway committee, 
who argued that the 38-page bill 
reached the Senate too late for 
thorough study before adjourn- 
ment Wednesday. It was handed 
to his committee Friday. 

The livestock bill is the only. 
highway safety bill which can be 
passed in the current 45-day 
session of the General Assembly, 
which had faced as its major 
problem the reduction of deaths 
on the highways. Half a dozen 
other safety bills will hold their 
present status until the Novem- 
ber session. 


CASH BOND RECORDS

Georgia must wait at least until 
next year to get a traffic code in gear 
with the times. The. Uniform Traffic 
Act, written after intensive work by a 
special committee and fought: through 
the House, has been tied up in a Sen- 
ate committee for “further study.” 


Which means no action until November. | 


“It’s hard te understand why it 
should take Georgia legislators so long 
to come to agreement on a matter 
which is absolutely nonpolitical, a rec- 
ommendation toward saving lives by 
making our state a safer place in which 
to live. 

There is nothing new or mysterious 
about the proposed uniform code. It is 
Georgia’s traffic statutes, many of them 
antiquated, rewritten in keeping with 
the times and wrapped up in one pack- 
age. With some amendments and al- 
terations, it is the code in effect in most 
other states. 

The Uniform Traffic Code is no 
panacea, no guarantee of highway 
safety. Its adoption would not mean 
that Georgia’s highways automatically 
become accident free. But its adoption 
would strengthen enforcement and en- 
forcement is a main key to highway 
safety. 

We hope positive action on the code 
will not be postponed beyond Novem- 
ber. Traffic long ago outgrew the tools 
for its. control.

Achieving Economy 


Is No Easy Job 


The appointment of a committee of 
75 of the country’s “foremost business 
and management experts” .to work to- 
ward a “rock-bottom budget” consistent 
with the country’s safety and the car- 
rying on of essential services will meet 
with approval from most citizens. How- 
ever, their job will not be as easy as 
it appears. 

Georgia’s Senator Russell, for in- 
stance, who has served for several 
years as chairman of the Senate armed 
services committee, warns that the ad- 
ministration will have difficulty reduc- 
ing military spending more than half a 
billion ‘dollars even if all the waste is 
squeezed out. 

It might be noted that in this he 
differs from Sen. Paul Douglas (Dem., 
Ill.) who has said that $4,000,000,000 
could be saved in the military estab- 
] ent without disturbing its defense 
efficiency. 

In line with this type of thinking, 
the. Truman-appointed Citizens Com- 
mission on Manpower has urged an 
over-all reduction of at least 10 per 
cent in the size of U. S. military forces 
and the defense budget. It says that 
the armed forces could do with 500,000 
fewer personnel and that savings of 
$5,000,000,000 could be achieved there- 
by and not affect the combat effective- 
ness of the services. 

In all instances, however, the warn- 
ing goes out that “it cannot be done 
overnight.” And in trimming the 
budget, there will be resistance all the 
way from every segment of the econ- 
omy. 

We agree with President Eisen- 
hower that Congress should go slow on 
its tax-cutting program until it can be 
determined just how much the budget 
can be trimmed. Tax cutting without 
balancing the budget is an invitation 
to inflation and payment of more taxes

Emory—Air crashes are killing mem- 
bers of the U. S. armed forces with the 
precision and effectiveness of panzer divi-

page. All were military incidents. Com- 
mercial airlines meet disastrous accidents 
occasionally, but not with alarming stead 
larity. 

Are these military massacres due to 
“pilot error’’ and dangerous weather con- 
ditions, to careless maintenance, or pos- 
sibly to sabotage? So many pilots could 
hardly become. inept simultaneously, or 
weather forecasts go repeatedly haywire.

The story told by’ the news dispatches 
takes this reporter back to April, 1944, back 
to a simple two-story house in McCook, 
Nebr., where the late Sen. George W. Nor- 
ris lived for 60 years, and to an interview 
with the distinguished Nebraskan, an old 
friend, the father of our TVA. It was only 
a few months before his death. He was 84 
years old. 

He was happy to see a visitor from 
Washington. For his restless spirit still 
was back in Congress where he had served 
so long. Retired in the election two years 
before, he still brooded over his defeat, 
though he was finding consolation from his 
loneliness in something that was happening. 

Which was that his home in McCook had 
become a mecca—a mecca for people from 
all over the world who were coming to talk 
to him about. TVA. 


Now his idea has got back to India in 
an enduring monument of concrete, the 
series of great dams, as it has got back 
also to France, fo Egypt, and other lands. 

As. we talked that day in April, 1944, in 
McCook, that struggle came often into the 
conversation. For this reporter the story 
began when he covered hearings in 1922 be- 
fore the House military affairs committee. 


They concerned offers from private inter-— 


ests, including the late Henry Ford, to buy 
from the government the dam it had built 
—Wilson Dam—at Muscle Shoals in Ala- 
bama to manufacture nitrates for explo- 
sives in the First World War. George Nor- 
ris, over in the Senate, thotight the govern- 
ment should keep its valuable property and 
utilize it to manufacture nitrates for fer- 
tilizer for farmers all over the nation and 
to generate electricity for all the people 
of the region at low cost. 

It was a long and. hard tight. Even 
after TVA was a reality the fight con- 
tinued. While we talked: that day on the 
enclosed porch of the Norris home in 1944, 
the enemies of TVA in Congress were try- 
ing to restrict its operations, which ype 
periodically. 

Those enemies are busy again today, 
plotting now not only to hamstring TVA’s 
needed expansion, but that also of other 
great projects, Southwest, West, Northwest, 
that followed in its wake, and determined, 
as well, to stop new ones so needed in our 
rapidly growing economy. They would 
crush here, where it started, the idea copied 
all over the world.

Exercise 


For Body © 
Uplift 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Exercise can help change the 
position and contour of the 
bust by restoring tone to the 
supporting muscles. Sagging of 
the bust contour is usually 
caused by stretched ligaments 
and lack of tone in the pectoral 
muscles. Excess fat, of course, 
makes the sagging more pro- 
nounced. 

To understand the role of ex- 
ercise in improving this part 

of the figure, think of the 

breasts as being held up by 

ligaments extending to the col- 

larbone and supported by pow- 

erful muscles called the pec-— 
torals. This pair of fan-shaped 

muscles lies just underneath 

the breasts and spreads all 

across the chest along the 

sternum and the collarbore, 

with the handle of the fan in- 

serting in a groove in the upper 

arms. 
PECTORAL MUSCLES 

From the standpoint of ton- 
ing and lifting, it’s the pectoral 
muscles that must be taken 
into account, for they support 
the bust. Since the pectorals 
insert in the upper arm, that 
is the cue to exercise. Kinesi- 
ology reveals that the pectorals 
are used when the arms are 
swung or rotated inward, and 
when arms are flexed ... and 
that they elevate the chest 
when the arms are overhead. 

These special toner - uppers 
are designed on those princi- 
ples. With the excessively 
heavy breast, a strapless bra 
should be worn while exercis- 
ing and should provide firm 
support from underneath. 

Lift arms to above forehead, 
elbows bent; one fist placed in 
the palm of the other hand. 
The action is to push forcibly 
first to one side, then to the 
other, pushing with one arm 
and resisting with the muscles 
of the other arm. Repeat six 
times, relax, and again six 
times. 

EQUIPMENT 

A stretching bar makes an 
excellent piece of exercise 
equipment. Rig up a bar in a 
doorway and stand grasping the 
bar, backs of hands forward, 
standing with toes on floor. 
Pull upward, raising toes just 
off floor. .

A NEW BABY’S NEEDS ARE FEW 
His Own Bed With Firm Mattress Is Essential

Columnist Lists First 
Baby’s Layette Needs 


Many a young couple with a baby on the way decide halfway 


through the pregnancy that they simply must move. 


where will they put the baby? 
The answer is: Wait until the 


baby is 6 months old. By then 
the mother’s strength is fully 
restored. Before then the baby 
won’t care one way or another 
as long as he is fed, loved, and 
comfortable. 


WANTS ARE FEW 

A new baby’s wants are few. 
He needs to be clean, quiet, 
warm, and safe. He needs his 
own bed. Whether his first bed 
is large or small doesn’t mat- 
ter, but as he will spend many 
hours in it, it should have a 
good firm mattress. 

Remember only that if his 
crib has slatted sides, the sides 
should be covered with quilted 
bumpers or runners. This will 
protect him both from drafts 
and from the not uncommon 
accident of getting his head 
stuck between the slats. The 
bed needs and should have no 
pillows, not even a pretty one. 


BATHINETTE USEFUL 

A bathinette is useful but 
not necessary; thousands of 
mothers get along nicely with- 
out them. You can buy a hun- 
dred items of equipment that 
you can easily do without, but 
one of the few indispensable 
items no authority ever men- 
tions is a comfortable chair. 
This is for you, the mother. It 
should be near the baby’s bed 
so that you can nurse, feed, 
change, or soothe at ease. 

On clothes you can go as far 
as you please. 

An adequate, minimal layette 
is that advised by the Chicago 


Otherwise, 
Lying-in hospital. It consists of: 

Three or four shirts. 

Three gowns or kimonos. The 
kimonos, reversed to open down 
the back, may serve as night- 
gowns. 

Four dozen diapers if a diaper 
service is not used. Otherwise, 
none, : 


Three crib sheets. 


One rubber or plastic sheet 
to protect the mattress. 

One box of large felt pads 
and one box of small ones to 
place beneath the baby and 
keep the bed dry. 

Four cotton flannel receiving 
blankets. 


One , cotton blanket large 
enough to tuck under the mat- 
tress. 

Four soft towels, two wash- 
cloths, soap, safety pins, tal- 
cum, baby lotion or oil, absor- 
bent eotton. 

Bootees, slippers, sox? No. 
A lightweight wool sacque or 
sweater for cool weather is al- 
ways useful, but not necessary. 
A pretty dress? Certainly, if 
you want one. The baby won't.

Are self-made men inconsiderate 
of others? 


Answer: Oftentimes, yes. The 
self-made man who came up the 
hard way, making his own living 
at a time he should have had the 
protection of home and school, is 
likely to be contemptuous of 
others who had life much easier. 


Having been forced to compete 
with adults at. an immature age, 
he is likely to carry along with 
him the quarrelsome brashness 
which he developed as a youthful 
substitute for maturity.

Can alcohol give a person 
courage? 


Answer: Most certainly not. 
According to William A. Dewitt 
in ‘Drinking and What to Do 
About It,” experts are unani- 
mously agreed that alcohol’s ef- 
fect is indirect and negative; it 
will never make anyone “‘confi- 
dent, suave, witty or brave.’
